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EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 
by Rick Barber (WB6EZ1). 


| am sure our E.C. will have something to 
Say about the recent earthquake in Mexico but 
| felt | should also write something for our 
membership. Most people are very ambivalent 
when it comes to doing something towards 
preparing for an emergency. Our worst fears, 
those which Dwayne, Jim, Van, and Dave have 
been preaching preparation for, happened 
immediately following the devestating quake. 
Communications were lost. Not one 
commercial communication facility was able 
to get information into or out of Mexico City. 
Hams came to the rescue. We did what we 
could but, because of the massive death toll 
and damage, it was woefully short of 
adequate. We did the best we could but had to 
rely on the few Mexican stations which were 
able to remain on the air. 

We hams in the Bay Area should take heed 
of the present situation. We are also going to 
have a major quake and, according to the 
scientists, in the not too distant future. | 
would aSk each and every one of you who read 
this to take the time to do an honest 
evaluation of whatever preparedness you have 
done. Include your family in your assessment 
of your overall situation. The Red Cross has a 
check list of simple things such as a 
flashlight, battery powered radio, etc. | 
would like to think to remind you of the gas 
shut-off valve, the main electrical power 
switch, the water valve. | have another 
article elsewhere in this edition relating to 
the use of an emergency generator at your 
home. My method utilizes the internal wiring 
of your house to distribute power throughout 
the house and will make life much more 
tolerable. Emergency generators-even a very 
small one is far superior to none at all, are 
quite inexpensive and will provide the power 
necessary for heating, lighting, and cooking. 
The most precious commodity, however, is 
WATER. 


No matter how severe the damage, some 
food is available, usually in cans, but water 
will not be so easily attainable. I'll tell you 
my solution. Dee and | have a freezer which is 
generally more empty than full. We buy our 
everyday milk in those one gallon plastic 
containers. When the milk is gone, we rinse 
out the container and fill it almost full (leave 
room for expansion) with water and freeze it. 
After the water is frozen, put the top back on 
the container (to keep out odors) and leave it 
in the freezer. This procedure will serve two 
important functions for you. It will lower 
your electricity bill because your freezer 
doesnt have to work as hard, the ice helps 
keep it cold. The second benefit should be 
obvious, a readily available emergency supply 
of water. 

Use your imagination! If you do not have 
an emergency generator, why do you “park” 
your antenna in a direction which will be the 
least value to you should you not be able to 
rotate it? Why do you leave your tower fully 
cranked up? | have to admit that | am guilty 
of this one although it 1S down about five feet 
from fully extended. Maybe I'll leave it ten 
feet down where it'll be stronger! After all, | 
don't really need it to be 80 feet high, do I? 

ouffice it to say that we all NEED to do 
something. Anything is better than nothing. 
Do what you can, mention this article to 
others, keep your gear in good operating 
condition, and START NOW! Just like a 
Savings account, your emergency stockpile 
will grow slowly and steadily. When you need 
it, it will be a lifesaver, for you and your 
Family.

This is a reprint of an article | wrote for 
the Delta AR.C. in East County. It proved to be 
well received and | thought | would put the 
information out to all Club members. 

How many of you have small portable 
generators for emergency power when PG&E 
fails? When it fails, | would suppose that 
most of you start your generators, hook up an 
extension cord and hook up whatever it is that 
you wish to run. This article is an attempt to 
vastly improve on that method. 

It is, however, not without some potential 
DANGER (note the caps). In order to use this 
method of full utilization of your generator 
you MUST pay strict attention to detail - at 
least when you initially construct the 
necessary cables and every time you use them. 

First, a brief description of your home 
wiring system. The main (220 volt) wiring 
coming in to your main circuit breaker is 
divided roughly in half. That is, half your 
house is covered by one side of the breaker 
panel and the other is covered by the other 
half of the panel. It is divided so that 110 
volts appears on each side of the main panel. 
My method will utilize that fact. 

The first step is to obtain two lengths of 
power cord. Get THREE wire cable of AL 
LEAST AWG 14 (12 is better). They must be 
long enough to reach from the generator to the 
middle of the inside of the house. Put a male 
(polarized) plug on each end of both cables. 

*** On a wall socket in your house, one 
side is hot and the other side is neutral...the 
round hole is ground. it is important to make 
sure that the generator output and the horne 
outlet configuration is identical. If it Is not, 
adjustments in the patch cables must be 
made. Use your voltmeter to ascertain 
correct polarity ***

Since the patch cords are the only things 
necessary to build for this project, you are 
now ready to wait for your first power 
failure. When it occurs, the EIRST thing to do 


is to go outside to where your PG&E meter Is 
located and turn OFF the main power into the 
house. There is a circuit breaker in a box 
under the meter. Open the lower half of the 
box and snap the breaker to the off position. 
Now start the generator. Take ONE end of ONE 
of the patch cords you constructed and plug it 
into a wall socket somewhere in the house. 
Now plug the other end of this cord into the 
generator. About half of your house should 


~ now be powered up. Now find another wall 


socket which does NOT have power to it and 
plug in one end of the other power cord which 
you made. Now plug in the other end of this 
cord into the generator. The other half of the 
house should light up. Your entire house is 
now running on power supplied by your 
generator only. Do NOT turn on anything which 
uses 220 volts (electric stove, air 
conditioning unit, etc.). 

The number of lights and appliances you 
can turn on will depend on the size of your 
emergency generator. It is a good idea to 
unplug your freezer and any other appliance 
which uses a lot of electricity. | left my 
refrigerator running but | have a 2.5 KW 
generator - you may want to unplug your 
refrigerator. 

Now, when the commercial power comes 
back on (you can usually tell by the cheers 
from your neighbors), the first thing to do is 
to unplug both cords from the generator. Now 
go into the house and unplug both cords from 
both wall sockets. Finally, go out to the PG&E 
meter and turn ON the main circuit breaker. 
You are now back on commercial power. 

Roli up the cords, store them with the 
generator, replenish the gas and check the Oi). 
You are now ready for the next time the power 
fails.

Place one lead of a voltmeter (on the 125 VAC 
or larger scale) into the round (ground) hole. 
Place the other lead of the voltmeter into one 
of the “slots” and then into the other. One 
will read 117 volts AC and the other will read 
nothing. Note which is the 117 volt side. Do 
this in both the house and on the generator. 
Construct the patch cords so the “hot” leads 
from the generator go into the “hot” leads of 
the house recepticle.

= EMERGENCY COMMUNICATION, 


DO | USE MY CALL SIGN? 
_ by Dan Albertson, KA6RCZ 

Do | have to give my call sign if | am 
providing emergency communications? This 
is a question many hams found themselves 
asking that worked on the Lexington Reservoir 
fire in Los Gatos during July. Many thanks are 
due to the Amateurs who put in their time at 
the fire. The agencies who were assisted by 
hams were very thankful for the services 
provided. 

Anyone who listened on the repeaters that 
handled the fire traffic probably noticed the 
use of “tactical call signs". These call signs 
such as “CDF Morgan Hill" or “Vasona Com" 
identified the location of the operator. Some 
tactical call signs also identified the type 
and purpose of the unit such as "Drew's 
shadow". This operator followed a California 
Division of Forestry Public Information 
Officer named Drew and provided on the spot 
communications when needed. 

You may have noticed some operators using 
their tactical call sign in addition to their 
FCC call sign. Some even used their tactical 
call sign INSTEAD of their FCC call sign. You 
might have even heard some of the net control 
Stations instruct units NOT to use their FCC 
call sign! This has become the subject of 
debate on some local repeaters. 

To settle the argument | called Phil Kane, 
an Engineer at the FCC District Office in San 
Francisco, CA. | asked about the fact that 
many Amateurs think that during emergency 
communications they don't have to give their 
FCC call sign, and only tactical call signs 
need be used. He explained that at one time 
there were Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 
service (RACES) Licenses issued to Civil 
Defense Agencies. At that time RACES 
members used the RACES call sign followed 
by a unit number designation instead of their 
Amateur call sign. Those licenses are no 
longer issued and the ones that were issued 
Nave expired. 

| asked Engineer Kane “If there are no 


longer any RACES Licenses under what 
authority does a Civil Defense Agency 
establish a RACES organization?" His answer 
"Any Civil Defense Agency that has a RACES 
organization in place with a plan can activate 
RACES. At that point the amateurs are under 
the control of the Civil Defense Agency and 
subject to their direction." He reminded me 
that RACES activation no longer exempts the 
operator from use of his or her Amateur Radio 
Call Sign. Amateur Radio Emergency Services 
(ARES). Red Cross and California Division of 
Forestry Volunteer programs that use 
Amateurs as volunteers are not considered to 
be RACES organizations. The rules regarding 
RACES communications are in Part 97, Sub 
Part F. 

| spoke with Dave Tyler, N6DRT, E.C.A.C. 
Pacific Division. He said that when he asked 
the FCC about call sign use during a RACES 
exercise the 
FCC said the stations should identify at the 
end of each exchange. This means that 
tactical call signs are permitted but they are 
IN ADDITION to your regular FCC call sign. 
The regular requirements that you ID at least 
every 10 minutes or at the end of each 
exchange or bothe are still in effect. in other 
words you don't have to ID at the end of each 
transmission rather at the end of each 
exchange of traffic or completion of a 
conversation with another station. 

If we look at Part 97 Sub Part F, we'll find 
it says Amateur Radio Communications must 
be conducted in accordance with the regular 
rules and regulations governing that use 
unless superseded by Subpart F. According to 
Phil Kane at FCC the newest Subpart F does 
not provide for use of any Call signs in lieu of 
your regular Amateur Radio Station Call Sign. 

Do you have to use your Amateur Radio Cal} 
Sign when providing emergency 
communications? 

You Bet you do! 


AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICES 
GROUP ACTIVE IN LAFAYETTE

in July several Lafayette amateurs met at 
the newly opened city Emergency Operations 
Center to plan providing emergency 
communications for the city in event of 
disaster. On September 21,..a Z-meter 
antenna was installed on the £E.0.C., and on 
September 28 this facility was tried out. 
Simplex. communications. were established 
between. the city £.0.C..and the County Office 
of Emergency Services in .Martinez, with 
Diablo Chapter Red Cross in Concord, and with 
7 schools and the Community Center within 
the city. After the test was completed most 
of the group met at the E.0.C. to critique the 
excercise. Jim House, EC for central Contra 
Costa County (who had assisted by operating 
from the county E.0.C.) joined the group and 
discussed emergency procedures and the role 
of amateur radio in emergencies.
